CHICAGO, Nov. 8.—Woodruff is to be 
disappointed again. The state's attor- 
neys have concluded, after a great deal 
of argument, that he is not the sort of a 
witness calculated to help in so import- 
ant a case as the Cronin trial and he will 
not be placed on the stand to rehearse 
the many fairy tales with which he re- 
galed the public. 
The chances are that 
he will never be tried for anything more 
desperate than stealing Pinan's h o ^ 
and wagon. 


The Cronin trial was resumed this 
morning, with Captain Schuettler in 
the witness chair. 
He brought with 
him into court the blind taken from a 
window of the Carlson cottage, with the 
paint prints of a hand on it. 
The wit- 
ness was cross-examined 
by 
Judge 
Wing. 
' The finger marks on the window were 
made with the same yellow paint with 
which the floor was smeared. One slat 
of the blind was broken. 


It looked as though some one had at- 
tempted to close the blind hurriedly and 
had not noticed that his hand was cov- 
ered with paint. 
Witness found in the 
cottage a pail or can of paint, and in it 
a brush. The paint had evidently been 
exposed to the air for some time. This 
paint corresponded to that on the floor. 
Captain Schuettler then related how he 
took charge of the ^ock and key and 
other articles found in the cottage. 


On the redirect examination by Mr. 
Hynes, witness told of the conversation 
between O'SuUivan and Capt. Schaack, 
in which he (witness) took part, on May 
28, in which O'SuUivan admitted the 
contract between him and Dr. Cronin 
and also that he (O'Sullivan) had tele- 
phoned Coughlin to inform him about 
a man named Kunze and a horse. 
The 
state's attorney this morning handed 
Mr. Forrest an additional list of wit- 
nesses that the state expect« to summon. 


O'SuUivan also admitted in this con- 
versation that none of his men had 
ever been injured and that he had never 
been sued for damages. 
O'SuUivan 
denied positively that he was a member 
of the Clan-na Gtiel. Captain Schuel- 
ther stated how he became possessed of 
the blind and told the history of the 
hair taken from the trunk. 
Witness 
had been given two bunches of hajr; one 
by Dr. Egbert and the other by Captain 
Wing. Both of these he had given to 
Dr. Belfield in the same condition that 
lie received them. On the recross-ex- 
amination by Judge Wing witness went 
into a detailed history of the key of the 
trunk. 


William Neimann was then called and 
his evidence created quite a sensation. 
Neiman's story was that he is a saloon- 
keeper> on School street and Ashland 
avenue. He opened his place May 3 
and that day made a contract with 
O'SuUivan for ice. The next evening, 
May 4, about 10:30 o'clock, O'SuUivan 
came in, accompanied by two men. 
They staid about a half an hour. 


A ]»IYSTERIOUS TKAMP 


Dies in Ohio—May Have Had Some 
Coimection With the Cronin 
Case. 


Ambiance, Ohio, Nov. 8.—A mysteri- 
ous tramp died of paralysis, Thursday, 
at the farm house of J. M. Staley, six 
miles from here. He was an elderly, 
well educated and intelligent 
man, 
claiming to be a school teacher, but 
would not disclose even his name. 


During his dying delirium he made 
many incoherent references to 
the 
Cronin trial and talked about the mur- 
der and affairs of the Clan-na-Oael. 
He carried with him a book pasted fuU 
of newspaper clippings in regard to the 
ease. 
From what could be made out of 
his talk it is thought that he must have 
had some connection with it.

rain; cooler; variable Winds. 


CiíAYTON, N. M., Nov. 8.—Unless 
the snowstorm, which has been raging 
for eight days, comes to an end soon, 
next summer wiU show a country cov- 
ered with the dead bodies of animals as 
thickly as was the ol^ Santa Fe trail in 
the sixties. The depth 6f snow is now 
not less than" twenty-six inches on the 
level, and in many places it has drifted 
seven feet high. When the storm struck 
this section seven large herds of cattle, 
numbering from foitt hundred, to two 
thousand, were being held near this 
place, awaiting shipment to eastern mar- 
kets. 


The rain of a week ago Wednesday 
was followed Thursday 
morning by 
blizzards of snow and sleet, which sent 
the herds in a southerly direction. In 
vain did the cowboys try to check the 
march of the herds. On they went 
through the increasing storm until, 
finding it utterly impossible to hold the 
cattle, the boys rodé aside and let them 
pass, and, nearly dead, rode their ex- 
hausted horses into canons or partially 
sheltered places, where they parsed 
many hours in misery without food or 
fire. 


Two cowboys drifted in a canon, 
where they found a cedar tree with a 
rat's nest in it. They managed to Ught 
a fire with this. 
During the second 
night one of their horses died from cold 
and having nothing to eat, the men out 
pieces of flesh from the dead animal, 
which they warmed'and ate. 
After re- 
maining there sixty-iours they started 
out and, after much suffering and hard- 
ship tiom their ^eakened condition, 
managed to reach a* ranch thirty mües 
away, where they were cared for. 


Five cow men pe known to have 
frozen to death. Henry MiUer, John 
Martin, Charles JoUy, and two whose 
names are unknown. 
Two Mexican 
sheep herders have been found frozen to 
death. Two men coming in yesterday 
morning report drifts in some places 
seven and eight feet high, in which are 
hundreds of dead stock. Whole herds 
of sheep are completely wiped out of ex- 
istence, and the range for thMy miles 
is covered with their carcasses. 


It is estimated that 20,000 sheep have 
perished in this part of the territory. 
At present it is impossible to closely 
estimate the number of cattle lost, but 
it WÜ1 probably be up in the thousands. 
Every place of shelter in town is being 
used as bams for -snow-bound horses. 
The hay supply is nearly exhausted and 
to-day $100 per ton was offered by a 
stockman and refused. 


At TextUne, nine miles below Clay- 
ton, t\io passenger trains have been 
snowbound for a week. 
Provisions are 
running out and passengers are com- 
peUed to venture out in the storm to 
kUl cattle, the quarters of which are 
taken into the cars and roasted. 
It is 
thought a snow plow will reach the im- 
prisoned trains to-day and release them. 
The storm is by far the worst ever known 
in New Mexico and the exact loss of 
life and property cannot at present be 
estimated.

A HORRIBLE MURDER! 


An Insane Han Hills Two Persons 
and FataUy 
Wounds 
Fotir 
Othei*» With a Knife. 


NswOBLBANS,La., Nov. 8.—A butch- 
ery, probably the work of an insane 
msm, occurred Wednesday at Bayou 
Bouef, La., in which two men were 
kiUed and four desperately wounded. 


Quite a number of people had ga th- 
ered at a hamlet to attend a "wake." 
Among these was Leon Thibodeaux, 
who was standing on the railroad plat- 
form. A stranger 
approached 
Mr. 
Thibodeaux and slapped him familiarly 
on the back. 
Mr. Thibodeaux remon- 
strated wii^ the man, who, for answer, 
drew a long knife and plunged it into 
Thibodeaux's back and neck. 


His brother, NeU Thibodeaux, ran to 
his assistance, and was also met by the 
stranger's knife which was thrust into 
his throat, partly severing one of the 
arteries, and causing him to faU to the 
ground from loss of blood. MeanwhUe, 
Leop Thibodeaux had succeeded in 
drawing his revolver and'fired one shot 
at his assaUant without hurting him. 
Melas Thibodeaux, a cousin of the 
wounded men then ran to their assist- 
ance to be met in his turn with the 
knife dripping with blood of his rela- 
tives. 
In an instant, it had been 
plunged into his back and side, inflict- 
ing two ugly wounds. 


Frank Pennison ran to the aid of the 
wounded men. The stranger plunged 
the knife into Pennison's heart. 
The 
poor fellow feU over and died almost 
without a groan. 
The stranger then 
sprang upon Josh Morrison, a one-arm- 
ed employe of the railroad, 
Morrison 
made a gallant fight and succeeded in 
knocking do'^vn the murderer several 
times before he fell himself, with ten 
cuts on his person. The murderer, ap- 
parently satisfied with his work, then 
ran to the bayou and stepping into a 
skiff, pushed off into the stream. 
Mr. 
Auchoin pursued him, and after firing 
several shots, struck the murderer, who 
tumbled into the bayou and sank out of 
sight.

iSVPBElIE COURT DECISIOIH. 
Th^ Indiana supreme court handed 
down two decisions yesterday which 
will create great excitement in tiie state, 
owing to the fact that they practically 
revolutionize the present method of 
selecting heads of departments and bu- 
reaus establii^ed by the general assem- 
bly. The cases decided was the one in 
which John Worrell (republican) as 
Governor Hovey's appointee, sought 
possession of the office of (ddef of the 
bureau of statistics now held by Will- 
iam A. Peele (democrat) who was ap- 
pointed by the legislature, and the one 
in which S. T. Tancey (republican) 
sought possession of the office of state 
oil inspector, now held by Kelson A. 
Hyde (democrat.) 


The decision also determined the suits 
of Professor John Gollett (republican) 
Gk>vemor Hovey's appointee as diief of 
the bureau of geology and natural 
science, against S. S. Gorby, (demo- 
crat) who now holds the office by virtue 
of appointment of the legislature. In 
each case the majority of the court 
holds that the offices can legally be 
filled only h j election, and that until 
a genend election is held, the power 
to fill the offices is vested in the gov- 
ernor. 


A peculiarity of the decision is that 
Chief Justice Elliott (Bep.) dissents 
from the opinion of the majority. The 
effect of the decision wiU be to increase 
the number of elective offices consider- 
ably and m i ^ an imusnally long tidcet 
to be voted for at every general elec- 
tion. Neither of the defeodants will 
relinquish his office without further 
litigation, and the decision seems to 
justify the claims of each to be the duly 
oonstitnted official even under the rul- 
ing of the court. The two officers 
whose oases wexe dedded hold com- 
missions from Qovemor Gray« and the 
questicm arises whether, in vièw of that 
drcumstanoe, they are not l e ^ y 
qualified until their suooessoxi are 
diosen by ih» pe(^]e. This matter will 
now go befoK» the oonrts, the inonm- 
bMili holding ofBoe until » deoision is 
^wm.

Taylor Bayles, for attempted murder, 
and William Meal, for stealing a chick- 
en, were each sentenced to one year's 
imprisonment in Crawford county. 


L. B. Pierce, justice of the peace of 
Hartford City, was stricken with paral- 
ysis Wednesday, and can not recover. 
Mr. Pierce is the father of Hon. Elisha 
Pierce, of that city. 


Past Supreme Chancellor J. H. Bath- 
bone, the founder of the Kaights of 
Py thias, is very ill at the Hatfield house 
in Bedford. His trouble is a large car- 
buncle in the middle of his |yick. 


James Luce, a prominent resident of 
Yorktown, Delaware county, dropped 
dead Tuesday afternoon, after finishing 
a hearty dinner at his home. It is .sup- 
posed that heart trouble caused his 
death. 


Miss Miriam Harvey, daughter of 
George Harvey, a leading attorney of 
Marion, and one of the brightest and 
most popular young ladies in that city, 
died suddenly this week, at the age of 
seventeen. 


The Greene school house, south of 
Waynetown, was for the third time dam- 
aged by unknown persons on last Satur- 
day night. This time the shutters were 
torn off, windows, desks and door's 
broken, doing damage to the amount of 
$100. 


Two colored men, David Bivers and 
Tommy Strode, assaulted Mrs. Clar- 
quist, custodian of P. E. Studebaker's 
residence, at South Bend, intending to 
put her out of the way and plunder the 
house. Her desperate resistance foiled 
them. 


While Ina Watson, a twelve-year-old 
boy, was on a wagon loaded with house- 
hold goods, moving from Balbeck to 
Bedkey, in Jay county, the horses ran 
away with him, throwing him off of the 
w i ^ n and injuring him so that the doc- 
tors say he will die. 


Warden Patten, of the prison soulji. 
took Edward Stropes, the defaulting 
treasurer of Greene county, back to 
Bloomfield, on a mandate from the su- 
preme court granting him a new trial. 
He was sentenced to serve one year, and 
has served out half of that time. 


* A bloody and almost fatal fight oc- 
curred at Knightsville Monday evening. 
C. A. Forcum, who has been black-leg- 
ging in the Jumbo mine, was assaulted 
by strikers. He was struck in the 
mouth by a heavy cinder and rendered 
insensible. His assailants sprang upon 
him and beat him until they thought 
life was extinct. He lies in a dangerous 
condition. 


The Indiana supreme court Wednes- 
day affirmed the decision of the Jay 
circuit court, which holds that the a^t 
passed by the Indiana legislature for- 
bidding the piping of Indiana natural 
gas beyond the limits of the state is in 
contravention of the letter and the 
spirit of the constitution of the United 
States. 


The decision is of special importance 
to the city of Chicago, which is to be 
supplied with natural gas from this 
state. A company has been formed 
with a capital of $2,000,000, the gas ter- 
ritory has been secured, the surv^s 
made and th^ attorney for the company 
states that work will be pushed at onoe 
and that the fullest success of the enter- 
prise is beyond all doubt 
The law was 
passed to prevent the Chicago gas trust 
from piping gas to Chicago. The home 
gas companies hoped that the court 
could give the law some standing by 
holding that foreigners might not con- 
demn the right of way over which to 
pipe gas. 
This was their strong hope, 
but it comes to ^ught.

Kew« and CU>88lp From t b e 
Busy Centers. 


The Beading railroad officials headed 
by President Oorbin, visited the com- 
pany's ooal plant at Mahanojr Oily, Pa., 
yesterday to inspect a new process ol 
making fuel from coal dust. Hereto- 
fore about one-seventh of the coal 
mines has been lost in dast. It is now 
intended to utilize tiie dust by making 
it into bricketts that will bum like hard 
coal except that there is no clinkers and 
the brickett bums to ashes. 


The new process consists of the coal 
dust being evenly distributed with one- 
tenth per cent, of pitch. This, by an 
ingenious contrivance, is pressed with 
great machines in large cakes, steam 
being used to moisten the mass. So 
hard does it become that it possesses 
the same power of resistance as coal, or 
in other words, a hundred pounds of 
coal dust pressed will last as long as the 
same amount of hard ooal. A pressure 
of thirty-five tons is brought to bear on 
each brickett. 


There are two presses in operation 
now and when run to their full capacity 
will turn out about 800® tons of the 
bricketts in twenty-four hours. The 
bricketts take up twenty-five per cent, 
less space than ordinary coal, and in 
consequence an engine can be loaded to 
go one-fourth further without replenish- 
ing the supply of fuel. 


All the officials expressed themselves 
very much gratified by the new procss, 
and expect the company will be enabled 
to save from $35,000 to $40,000 per year 
by the use of the fuel. 


Mr. 0. M. Jacobs, an expert in fuel 
making, has been brought from England 
to superintend the works. A company 
has been formed, with Austin as presi- 
dent, for manufacturing this fuel, and it 
is intended to place it on the market for 
a lower price than is now paid for coal. 


TESTINQ AN ENGINE. 


The Baltimore and Ohio company has 
recently received from the Baldwin lo- 
comotive works a compound engine 
built on the English plan. 


The engine is to be given a fair trial 
by the Baltimore and Ohio people. If 
the tests prove satisfactory, the engine 
will be adopted, as it takes from 20 to 
25 per cent, less fuel to mn it than is 
consumed by the engines now in use on 
the Baltimore and Ohio. 


Less coal dust is thrown from the 
stack, and the engine is capable of very 
fast time. It has already been tried on 
both local and express trains. In a 
recent ran between Baltimore and Phila- 
delphia twenty-two minutes were made 
up.

CLA\TO.V, N. M., Nov. 8.—Unless 


tho snowstorm, which has been raging 
for eight days, comes to an end soon, 
next summer will show a country cov- 
ered with the dead bodies of animals as 
thickly as was the old Santa Fe trail in 
the sixties. The depth 6f snow is now 
not less than twenty-sis inches on the 
level, and in many places it has drifted 
seven feet high. When the storm struck 
this section seven large herds of cattle, 
numbering from four hundred to two 
thousand, were being held near this 
place, awaiting shipment to eastern mar- 
kets. 


The rain of a week ago Wednesday 


was followed Thursday morning by 
blizzards of snow and sleet, which sent 
the herds in a southerly direction. In 
vain did the cowboys try to check the 
march of the herds. 
On they went 


through the increasing storm until, 
finding it utterly impossible to hold the 
cattle, the boys rode aside and let them 
pass, and, nearly dead, rode their ex- 
hausted horses into canons or partially 
sheltered places, where they passed 
many hours in misory without food or 
fire. 


Two cowboys drifted in » canon, 


where they found a cedar tree with a 
rat's nest in it. They managed to light 
a fire with this. 
During the second 


night one of their horses died from cold 
and having nothing to cat, the men out 
pieces of flesh from the dead animal, 
which they warmed and ate. 
After re- 


maining there sixty hours they started 
out and, after much suffering and hard- 
ship from their weakened condition, 
managed to reach n ranch thirty miles 
away, whore they were cared for. 


Five cow men are known to have 


frozen to death. Henry Miller, John 
Martin, Charles Jolly, and two whose 
names aro unknown. 
Two Mexican 


sheep herders have been found frozen to 
death. Two men coming in yesterday 
morning report drifts in some places 
seven and eight feet liigh, iu which are 
hundreds of dead stock. Whole herds 
of sheep aro completely wiped out of ex- 
istence, and tho range for thirty miles 
is covered with their carcasses. 


It is estimated that 20,000 sheep have 


perished in this part of tho territoiy. 
At present it is impossible to closely 
estimate the number of cattle lost, but 
it will probably be up in the thousands. 
Every place of shelter in town is being 
used ay barns for snow-bound horses. 
The hay supply is nearly exhausted and 
to-day 8100 per ton was offered by a 
stockman and refused. 


At Textline, nine miles below Clay- 


ton, 
two passenger trains have been 


snowbound for a week. 
Provisions aro 


running out and passengers are com- 
pelled to venture out in the storm to 
kill cattle, the quarters of which are 
taken into the cars and roasted. 
It is 


thought a snow plow will reach the im- 
prisoned trains to-day and release them. 
Tho storm is by far the worst ever known 
in New Mexico and tho exact loss of 
life and property cannot at present be 
estimated.

plunged into his back and side, iniliet- 
ing two ugly wounds. 


Frank Pennison ran to the aid of the 


wounded men. The stranger plunged 
the knife into Pennison's heart. 
The 


poor fellow fell over and died almost 
without a groan. 
The stranger then 


sprang upon Josh Morrison, a one-arm- 
ed employe of the railroad. 
Morrison 


made a gallant fight and succeeded in 
knocking down the murderer several 
times before be fell himself, with ten 
cuts on his person. The murderer, ap- 
parently satisfied with his work, then 
ran to the bayou and stopping into a 
skiff, pushed off into tho stream. 
Mr. 


Auohoin pursued him, and after tiring 
several shots, struck the murderer, who 
tumbled into the bayou and sank out of 
sight.

price to her laborers; that in Europe 
wages are lowest in those countries 
where protection is highest. This may 
not prove that free trade necessarily in- 
creases the price of labor, but it cer- 
tainly does prove that protection does 
not protect."

SUPREME COtRT DECISION. 
The Indiana supreme court handed 


down two decisions yesterday which 
will create great excitement in the state, 
owing to the fact that they practically 
revolutionize the present method of 
selecting heads of departments and bu- 
reaus established by the general assem- 
bly. The coses decided was the one in 
which John Worrell (republican) as 
Governor Hovey's appointee, sought 
possession of the office of chief of the 
bureau of statistics now held by Will- 
iam A, Peele (democrat) who was ap- 
pointed by the legislature, and the one 
in which S. T. Yancey (republican) 
sought possession of the office of state 
oil inspector, now held by Nelson A. 
Hyde (democrat.) 


The decision also determined the suite 


of Professor John Collett (republican) 
Governor Hovoy's appointee as chief of 
the bureau of geology and natural 
science, against S, S. Gorby, (demo- 
crat) who now holds the office by virtue 
of appointment of the legislature. In 
each case the majority of the court 
holds that the offices can legally be 
filled only by election, and that until 
a general election is held, the power 
to fill the offices is vested in the gov- 
ernor. 


A peculiarity of tho decision is that 


Chief Justice Elliott (Kep.) dissents 
from the opinion of the majority. 
The 


effect of the decision will be to increase 
the number of elective offices consider- 
ably and make an unusually long ticket 
to be voted for at every general elec- 
tion. Neither of the defendants will 
relinquish hio office without further 
litigation, and the decision seems to 
justify the claims of each to be the duly 
constituted official even under the rul- 
ing of the court. The two officers 
whoso cases were decided hold com- 
missions from Governor Gray, and tho 
question arises whether, in view of that 
circumstance, they are 
not legally 


qualified until their successors 
are 


chosen by the people. This matter will 
now go before the courts, tho incum- 
bents holding office until a decision is 
given.

James Luce, a prominent resident of 


Yorktown, Delaware county, dropped 
dead Tuesday afternoon, after finishing 
a hearty dinner at his home.

Miss Miriam Harvey, daughter of 


George Harvey, a leading attorney of 
Marion, and one of the brightest and 
most popular young ladies in that city, 
died suddenly this week, at the age of 
seventeen.

' A bloody and almost fatal fight oc- 
curred at Knightsville Monday evening. 
C, A. Forcum, who has been black-leg- 
ging in the Jumbo mine, was assaulted 
by strikers. He was struck in the 
mouth by a heavy cinder and rendered 
insensible. His assailants sprang upon 
him and beat him until they thought 
life was extinct. He lies in a dangerous 
condition. 


The Indiana supreme court Wednes- 


day affirmed the decision of the Jay 
circuit court, which holds that the act 
passed by the Indiana legislature for- 
bidding the piping of Indiana natural 
gas beyond the limits of the state is in 
contravention of the letter and 
the 


spirit of the constitution of the United 
States, 


The decision is of special importance 


to the city of Chicago, which is to be 
supplied with natural gas from this 
state. A company has been formed 
with a capital of 82,000,000, the gas ter- 
ritory has been secured, the surveys 
made and the attorney for the company 
states that work will be pushed at once 
and that the fullest success of the enter- 
prise is beyond all doubt. The law was 
passed to prevent the Chicago gas trust 
from piping gas to Chicago. The home 
gas companies hoped that the court 
could give the law some standing by 
holding that foreigners might not con- 
demn tho right of way orer which to 
pipe gas.

FUEL FOR LOCOMOTIVES. 


Hauufacturing It From Coal Dust-- 


and Ciosslp From the 
UUMJ- Centers. 


The Reading railroad officials headed 


»y President Corbin, visited the com- 
>any's coal plant at Mahanoy City, Pa., 
'esterday to inspect a new process of 
making fuel from coal dust. Hereto- 
ore about one-seventh of the coal 
mines has been lost in dust. It is now 
nteuded to utilize the dust by making 
t into bricketts that will burn like hard 
soal except that there is no clinkers and 
he brickett burns to ashes. 
The new process consists of the coal 


dust being evenly distributed with one- 
-enth per cent, of pitch. This, by an 
ingenious contrivance, is pressed with 
great machines in large cakes, steam 
>eing used to moisten the mass. So 
mrd does it become that it possesses 
he same power of resistance as coal, or 
n other words, a hundred pounds of 
coal dust pressed will last as long as the 
same amount of hard coal. A pressure 
of thirty-five tons is brought to bear on 
each brickett. 


There are two presses in operation 


now and when run to their full capacity 
will turn out about 800- tons of the 
.irickette in twenty-four hours. 
The 


>ricketts take up twenty-five per cent. 
ess space than ordinary coal, and in 
consequence an engine can be loaded to 
;o one-fourth further without repleuish- 
ng the supply of fuel. 


All the officials expressed thom&elves 


very much gratified by the new procss, 
md expect the company will be enabled 
o save from $35,000 to $40,000 per year 
>y the use of the fuel, 


Mr. C. M. Jacobs, an expert in fuel 


making, has been brought from England 
o superintend the works. A company 
las been formed, -with Austin as presi- 
dent, for manufacturing this fuel, and it 
IB intended to place it on the market for 
a lower price thaa is now paid for coal. 


TESTING AN ENGINE.

recently received from the Baldwin lo- 
comotive works a compound engine 


ilt on the English plan. 
The engine is to be given a fair trial 


)y the Baltimore and Ohio people. 
If 


:he tests prove satisfactory, the engine 
will be adopted, as it takes from 20 to 
25 per cent, less fuel to run it than is 
consumed by the engines now in use on 
the Baltimore and Ohio. 


Less coal dust is thrown from the 


stack, and the engine is capable of vary 
:ast time. It has already been tried on 
both local and express trains. 
In a 


recent run between Baltimore and Phila- 
delphia twenty-two minutes were made 
up.
